The  Cemetery  Trust  Funds  are  divided  among  21  certificates  of  deposit  in  The  Savers'  Bank, 
Littleton,  NH.  Per  annum  rates  of  interest  range  from  6.75%  to  12%  *.  Terms  of  investment  are  2/2 
years.  Rates  of  interest  on  new  2/2  year  certificates  of  less  than  $1,000.00  are  limited  to  8%  by 
current  banking  regulations. 

The  Capital  Reserve  Fund  was  abolished  on  December  31,  1982  by  order  of  the  Department  of 
Revenue  Administration.  The  balance  of  $8,245.32  was  deposited  in  the  General  Fund.  Although 
this  certificate  was  renewed  on  August  5, 1982  a  penalty  of  $131.43  was  consequently  assessed  for 
early  withdrawal.  August  through  December  interest  totaled  $147.63,  exceeding  the  penalty  by 
$16.20. 

The  sum  of  $300.00  was  received  from  Heinz  Schultze  for  establishment  of  a  cemetery  trust  fund. 
This  amount  was  deposited  in  the  General  Fund  pending  action  by  Town  Meeting  vote.

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FIRE  SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

In  1982  Easton  had  one  structure  fire  on  Route  112;  a  small  shed  storing  a  car  and  miscellaneous 
household  items.  The  Franconia  Fire  Department  responded  with  an  engine  and  manpower.  The 
building  was  a  total  loss  upon  arrival. 

Easton  has  renewed  its  contract  with  Franconia  and  Sugar  Hill  for  Fire  Protection  for  the 
ensuing  year.  The  cost  for  this  protection  will  be  $7,000.00  for  the  retainer  and  an  hourly  rate  for 
men  and  equipment  at  each  fire.  As  part  of  the  agreement  Easton  joined  Twin  State  Mutual 
Association  as  associate  member  with  dues  of  $1,000.00  a  year.  This  will  help  in  the  event  of  a 
major  fire  where  other  towns  need  to  be  called  to  help  us  or  cover  either/ or  Franconia-Sugar  Hill 
stations.  Before  we  joined  Mutual  Aid,  Easton  was  responsible  for  the  cost  of  all  additional  help. 
One  major  fire  could  cost  thousands  of  dollars  for  Mutual  Aid. 

More  and  more  people  are  burning  wood  for  their  heat  and  wood  stoves  are  a  major  source  of 
house  fires.  Don't  be  lacks  in  your  maintenance  of  chimneys  and  stoves.  Burn  dry  wood.  Keep 
paper,  clothing,  furniture  and  WOOD  clear  of  your  stove.
